“Evils Can Be Eliminated.” 

Hoover declared: “The evils of 
gang wars, gambling, vice, polit- 
ical corruption and organized 
crime can be eliminated from the 
American scene. The funda- 
mental solution lies in aroused 
and awakened citizens, militantly 
demanding action which will 
eliminate the gambling czar, the 
crook and the venal politician. 
“Blast the foundation of the 
local gambling czar by vigorously 
enforcing statutes against gam- 
bling without fear or favor and 
he (the gambling czar) will col- 
lapse and, like a house of cards, 
the vast pyramid of gambling will 
collapse.” 

Reading a statement of more 
than 1000 words to the Kefauver 
committee as it began what might 
be its final week of existence, 
McGrath said that gang leaders of 
the 1930s have been supplanted by 
a new type of gangster who com- 
bines “the worst features of big 
business manipulations with vio- 
lence and corruption.” 
“Mockery” of Police Efforts. 
Modern day racketeers carry on 
their operations across state lines 
and make a “mockery” of local 
police efforts, McGrath continued. 
He told the Senate committee 
he plans to reconvene the Con- 
ference on Organized Crime soon 
after the Senators make their re- 
port on their findings based on a 
year’s investigation. He praised 
the Kefauver committee for giv- 
ing the country a “documented” 
picture of nation-wide aspects of 
the problem. 

In praising the Kefauver com- 
mittee, McGrath said: “The pub- 
lis has been stirred to its depths. 
The revelations cannot be fobbed 
off with glib gibes about a little 
harmless gambling, or with sooth- 
ing suggestions that since the de- 
sire to gamble is found in many 
persons, it must be’a virtue which 
we might as well legalize and 
permit to flourish commercially. 
Luckily, the public is much too 
shrewd for such sedatives.” 

Gambling is costing Americans 
“billions of dollars a year,” Mc- 
'Grath pointed out. 

Bookmaking, slot machines and 
the numbers racket are “inevit- 
ably tied up” with prostitution 
and other types of crimes, he con¢ 
tinued. 

Gambling, on a private basis, 
cannot operate on its present 
“gigantic scale without corrupt- 
ing whatever it touches,” he de- 
clared.

The Attorney General explained 
that Costello has been convicted 
only once of a serious crime— 
carrying a concealed weapon, in 
1915—and for that reason is not 
subject to deportation. 

The law states that an alien 
must have been sentenced twice 
for a serious crime, McGrath 
pointed out. He noted that Cos- 
tello, born in Italy, became a 
naturalized citizen in 1925. Even 
if his citizenship were taken 
away, that would not be sufficient 
cause for deportation, McGrath 
asserted. 

Some newspapers, McGrath 
charged, were “deliberately trying 
to make it appear that the Justice 
Department has some means it 
could use to denaturalize and de- 


its duties.

HE Korean war is now nine

What have been the profits and 
losses of this campaign that may 
be the seed of World War III or, 
aS optimists hope, the last of all 
international wars? What are the 
prospects of ending it? 
So far the losses have been 


military and the profits, if any, 
have been political. 

It has been the fourth blood- 
iest war in United States history. 
The American casualties are near- 
ing the 60,000 mark. That is the 
equivalent of more than three 
full combat divisions. It is more 
than .the population of Abilene, 
Tex. It is more than were re- 
quired to gain American inde- 
pendence, to defeat Mexico, to 
win the West from the Indians, 
or to beat Spain and free Cuba. 


Fraction of Casualties. 
Yet these are only a fraction 
of the casualties suffered by 
Korean civilians, South and North 
Korean soldiers, and Chinese 
“volunteer” troops. They total far 
above 500,000. 

The war has cost American 
taxpayers billions of dollars. They 
probably will be asked to put 
up billions of dollars more to 
rebuild Korea when the sound 
and. the fury of battle -die away. 

After all this expenditure of 
sweat, blood, time and money, 
where do the rival armies stand? 
Just about where they did when 
the war began last June 25. 

Was it all worth while? Politi- 
cally, the answer seems to be yes. 
A wall of force finally has been 
built against the spread of Com- 
munism. The prestige of the Unit- 
ed Nations has grown. The pres- 
tige of Red China—and Red Rus- 
sia, too—has fallen. The power of 
American arms has been magni- 
fied tremendously and world faith 
in that power has risen. 


Question of Future. 

What of the future? 

China might be able to force 
the present United Nations army 
out of Korea if it threw in 1,000,- 
000 more trained men, but there 
is no sign it wants to pay that 
price to make good its boast to 
throw the Allies off the peninsula. 
Could it actually keep them sup- 
plied? 

A military stalemate or a diplo- 
matic compromise therefore still 
appears to be the most likely pos- 
sibility.

Barcelona Riots Due to Hunger, Curtailment 
of Liberty and Corruption; Though Franco 
Tried to Put Blame on Communists. 


Everywhere I saw the average 
Spaniard struggling ‘in the grip of 
the most appalling stabilized pov- 
erty in Western Europe. Barcelona 
‘was especially grim because of its 


| size and the preponderance of ill- 


fed, tattered and wretchedly- 
housed people. 

Most Spaniards are hungry all 
the time. Their pitiful state con- 
trasts painfully with the corrup- 
tion and wealth that Franco's 
ruling clique wallows in. This is 
a welfare state—for the welfare 
of Franco and his men. 


Nation Anti-Red. 


When rioting broke out in Bar- 
celona the other day, Franco lost 
no time-blaming the Communists. 
That is easy enough to do except 
that Barcelona is one of the most 
unlikely spots in Spain in which 
to pinpoint Communist activity. 
In Barcelona the bitter memories 
of Communist double-dealing to 
subvert the Republicans during 
the civil war remain fresh, The 
people of Barcelona fought the 
Communists in the streets at the 
same time they battled Franco. 

Spain is overwhelmingly anti- 
Communist as it is anti-Franco. 
When Franco said the riots were 
precipitated by Communists it was 
like the Communists saying that 
reactionaries delayed fulfillment 
of a production program. , 

Causes of Barcelona Riots. 


Hunger, frustration induced by 
the muzzle on freedom and shock- 
ing corruption induced.the people 
of Barcelona to blow off steam. 
They have no weapons but des- 
peration. 

“Twelve years is a long time 
to be hungry,” serious, bespecta- 
cled Juan Martinez told me as he 
reviewed the latest demonstra- 
tions in a tiny downtown Paris 
office.

Of Clementis 


Arrest of Czech Of- 

ficial Emphasizes 
Fear in the Soviet 
World.

HE story of the last days of 
Viadimir Clementis, 


former 
Foreign Minister of Czechoslo- 
vakia, before he was arrested as 
a traitor can be told now. It is a 
revealing story, for it demon- 
strates dramatically the extent to 
which hidden terror and the fear 
of sudden betrayal now pervade 
the whole Soviet empire. 


Clementis has been a fanatical 
Communist all his life. Yet, in 
the course of his Communist ca- 
reer he made one mistake which 
has now proved 
to be his undo- 
ing. For a few 
months he was a 
“premature anti- 
fascist,” making 
anti-Nazi broad- 
casts from Lon- 
don to his own 
country, while 
Hitler and Sta- 
lin were formal- 
ly allied. This 

deviation- 
ism, and the 
Kremlin never forgets. 


Late in 1949, while Clementis | 
was in this country, representing | 


his government at the United Na- 
tions, reliable reports: that the 
Kremlin had demanded the liqui- 
dation of Clementis were pub- 
lished in this space. Clementis 
denounced these reports as lies, 
and was photographed arm in arm 
with a smiling Andrei Vishinsky. 
Clementis was, in fact, wholly 
aware that he was in danger. But 
Czech President Klement Gott- 
wald, a close friend of long stand- 
ing, had sent his wife to New 
York with assurances that if 
Clementis returned he would be 
spared. Trusting his friend's 
word, Clementis made his fateful 
decision to go back. 


Given Minor Job. 


He was soon dismissed as for- 
eign minister, which he must 
have expected. But he was not 
arrested. He was installed in- 
stead in a minor job as economic 
adviser in the state bank. Yet 
as the Kremlin, acting through 
such trusted agents as party sec- 
retary Rudolf Slansky, tightened 
its grip on Czechoslovakia, the 
protection of Gottwald became 
increasingly worthless. The 
Kremlin never is satisfied with 
half measures, and early this 
year word came to Clementis that

Atomie Artillery Shells. 

The Army meanwhile is secret- 
ly going all-out to develop atomic 
artillery shells and may even get 
some of them in time for use in 
Korea. 

Over a period of years, Navy 
and Air Force propulsion and 
army artillery, as well as the 
H-bomb, will thus compete for 
the atomic fuel that formerly 
went into the Air Force’s strate- 
gic A-bomb stockpile. 

A careful weighing of the 
military advantages of different 
war machines and various ways 
of using the explosive will be 
needed before any program can 
be adopted for expending 
hoarded atomic potential. 

Navy experts believe the new 
submarine will combine unlimited 
range with a top under-water 
speed of 31 knots, and that it will 
carry more and larger torpedoes 
and still be roomier than existing 
submersibles. 

The speed would be about 50 
per cent greater than the fastest 
submarines now in service. The 
extra space comes from eliminat- 
ing the big battery and the fuel 


and. comprise nearly half the 
weight of fleet-type subs. 
Planes May Take Years. 

Military observers assume that 
the atomic plane, like all large 
aircraft, will take several years 
to develép, and that it will oper- 
ate on the jet principle. There 
are many reasons to believe, with- 
out official confirmation, that 
atomic energy can be applied to 
jet thrust to achieve greater 
speed and lighter construction 
and to eliminate the heat transfer 
problem that would be involved 
in a propellor type job. 
A jet motor, ignoring refine- 
ments, consists merely of a “stove- 
pipe” plus heat. Air rushes in at 
the front end of the pipe, is quick- 
ly and greatly expanded by in- 
tense heat, and is expelled much 
more rapidly and in much greater 
volume at the other end of the 
pipe. That principle provides the 
thrust. 
That a chain reaction ean pro- 
vide sufficient heat can scarcely 
be doubted, since atomic heat is 
limited only by the temperatures 
that metals will withstand—about 
1800 degrees fahrenheit in the 
case of a jet tailpipe. 
That the chain reaction can be 
made small enough to fit into a 
jet motor also cannot be doubted. 
Scientists have obtained a chain 
reaction in a little less than a 
pound of explosive, and could set 
one up in an alarm clock if ra- 
diation could be ignored. 
Radiation Shield Problem. 
There remains the problem of 
shielding against radiation. The 
original estimates were that 50 
tons of material would be re-

The Argentine Dictator-President Peron’s 
claim that his country now has a new source of 


announcement from Buenos Aires is too thin for 
either acceptance or rejéction. 

Admittedly, Argentina has had the services of 
some competent European scientists, including 
Austrian-born Ronald Richter, who has been 
introduced by Peron as the discoverer of the 
new process. These men may have built what 
is now regarded as an old-fashioned atomic pile. 
They may have gone beyond that at the labora- 
tory level. Announcements to that effect, how- 
ever, cannot be accepted without more evidence. 

But the Peron claim does make it clear once 
more that atomic energy wili not continue in- 
definitely to be the exclusive possession of just 
the United States and the Soviet Union. Its 
creation is a natural process which can be 
worked out by competent scientists if they are 
given the necessary support. 

Some day other nations—perhaps all nations 
—will have atomic energy at their disposal just 
as they can now command steam and electricity. 
It is largely a question of how much energy and 
money they can devote to atomic studies and 
the development of the results of such studies. 

For the United States, this means that the 
Government must give some thought to the 
situation which will prevail when atomic power 
is more or less generally available. In all prob- 
ability, the United States wil] remain the leader 
in the field—just as we manage to stay ahead in 
almost all other industrial fields. 

But the diplomatic advantage of such leader- 
ship will not be what it is today. That has 
already been somewhat reduced by Russian sci- 
entific progress. It will be further reduced if 
other nations become masters of atomic energy. 
So it may not be possible to put as much reli- 
ance on atomic weapons as props for diplomacy. 
There may have to be more reliance on the 
older, more conventional methods of diplomacy. 

It is something to be thinking about.

Whatever the merits of the Mark Twain case, 
the decision seems to us to throw into confu- 
sion the great question of President Truman’s 
letters. Does this mean that anybody who re- 
ceives a letter from the President must hug 
it to his bosom, and can only publish it with 
Mr. Truman’s consent? 

If so, a good many Americans have been 
violating this rule of equity, and President Tru- 
man has the makings of a flock of lawsuits 
against his correspondents.

One Woman’s Fight—for All 


If ever a book bore the right title, it is “One 
Woman’s Fight,” the newly-published story of 
the personal experience of Mrs. Vashti Crom- 
well McCollum. She is the young mother of 
three boys who carried the celebrated issue of 
sectarian education in public schools all the way 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

It was one woman’s fight. It was her fight 


through the School Board at Champaign, Il., 


where she lost. It was her fight through the 
Circuit Court where she lost. It was her fight 
through the Illinois State Supreme Court where 
she lost. And it was her fight through the 
long and difficult appeal to the highest court 
of the land, where she won, 8 to 1. 

Yet from the beginning, although at first it 
was not recognized, Mrs. McCollum’s fight was 
for others, too. She suffered the isolation in 
her community, where her husband was a mem- 
ber of the University of Illinois faculty, she took 
the insults from letter writers over the country, 
to bulwark religious freedom for all citizens, 
regardless of church, creed or belief. 

Yes, it was one woman’s fight, but in the end 
it turned out that many religipus.groups came 
to see its significance and so joined her as 
friends of the court in her appeal to Washington. 
That only made her victory—and her vision— 
the greater. It is not often that a story pos- 
sesses the combination of human interest and 
social importance of Vashti McCollum’s brave 
story of a free mind in action. 
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Tip to Politicians 

Several Republican ward organizations and a 
few Democratic politicians have decided to sup- 
port the three Board of Edcuation candidates of 
the Citizens School Improvement Committee. 
The three men—Prof. Frank L. Wright, Charles 
H. Christel and Henry O. Whiteside—of course, 
are running without any political labels at- 
tached, but we hope that organization suppport 
broadens out. It is one way for the parties 
to show that they really want to promote de- 
votion to the public interest. 

The election of these three men would not 
only improve the tone of the School Board; 
it also would be clear notice to the Legislature 
that St. Louis really wants permission to stream- 
line the board's administrative set-up, and it 
would be an assurance to the taxpayers of St. 
Louis that the revenues from the proposed tax 
increase and bond issue would be wisely used. 

These candidacies are the result of the Citi- 
zens Committee’s year-long study of the St. 
Louis schools, and they represent perhaps the 
chief effort to make sure that the lessons 
learned from that study will be applied. As 
such, they deserve the widest possible support.

Fortunately, the Philippine Congress, in its 
slow and often argumentative way, is creating a 
plan for politieal and economic reform. This is 
based on recommendations of the United States 
Bell Survey Commission. Naturally, the Filipinos 


were reluctant to accept our proposals as any’ 


kind of ultimatum, but gradually they are pro- 
ceeding toward co-operation. 

The House in Manila has just adopted a mini- 
mum wage law, spreading the benefits to agricul- 
tural workers. The Beil report stated that some 
wages in the rice paddies and cane fields were 
only a peso a day—one-fourth as much as a 
family needs for subsistence living. From dis- 
gruntled plantation workers, the Communist-led 
Hukbalahaps recruited most of their strength. 

Meanwhile, the Philippine Senate is wrestling 
with a 25 per cent tax on foreign exchange, and 
corporation taxes of 20 to 28 per cent. The Bell 
report noted that five-sixths of all tax revenue 
came from indirect levies which especially in- 
jured the poor. General taxes absorb only 8 per 
cent of the national income, or hardly enough 
to support either reforms or the Army. 


The new wage and tax proposals are far from ~ 


drastic by any standards. They represent a mini- 
mum effort by the Philippine Government to 
help itself, in order to qualify for further Amer- 
ican aid. But in the end the improvement of 
impoverished living standards should create 
more peace than circles of steel. 
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Campaign for One Policeman 

St. Louisans, some of whom are prone to take 
for granted the protection they receive from 
their policemen, have an opportunity this week 
to show their gratitude to one officer. He is 
Patrolman Aloysius J. Nelke, paralyzed from 
a wound received in a gun battle with burglars, 
and this is Officer Nelke Week in St. Louis. 

But while St. Louisans are purchasing tickets 
to the benefit wrestling match and the benefit 
stage show, or sending their contributions to 
Coroner Patrick J. Taylor, they may well be 
asking whether the police pension system could 
not be revised to provide sufficient benefits to 
make such public campaigns unnecessary. . 

This week particularly, the trustees of the 
Police Retirement System should examine the 
possibilities of improving its pension plan. Po- 
licemen wounded while protecting the public 
should not be compelled to depend upon the 
uncertainties of public generosity to alleviate 
resulting financial hardships. 
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Without a Dissenting Vote 

There is good news for Illinois taxpayers from 
Springfield. The House Municipalities Com- 
mittee, after a most informative hearing, has 
voted without dissent in favor of the bill to en- 
able cities under 500,000 to adopt the city man- 
ager plan if they so desire. Since the bill has 
14 co-sponsors from all parts of Illinois, it 
should advance to passage in the House. 

The testimony of Harold Eash, city manager 
of Brookfield, in Cook county, would convince 
almost anyone that the old prohibition against 
even voting on the city manager plan should 
be removed. Brookfield became a city manager 
community in 1947. At that time the commu- 
nity was heavily in debt. In the short span 
business-like management of city affairs has 
paid off $238,000, meantime greatly extending 
municipal services, such as trash and garbage 
disposal, police and other protections. 

People all over Illinois have a stake in this 
bill and they should make it a point of finding 
out how their State Representatives stand on it. 
The sooner it passes the House, the less chance 
there is that it will be caught in a jam in the 
Senate. Gov. Stevenson has.said he will be glad 
to sign it, so all that remains now is to bridge 
the distance from the unanimous House report to 
the executive’s desk. 
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Reward for a Crony? 

President Truman’s nomination of his per- 
sonal physician, Brig. Gen. Wallace H. Graham, 
for the rank of Major General, is more of the 
White House cronyism which is giving people 
all over the country so much coneern. _Repre- 
sentative Keating of New York quite properly 
brings up a proposal to air Gen. Graham's com- 
modity speculations before the Senate acts. 

Dr. Graham has been personal physician of 
the President since Mr. Truman took office, and 
in a position where he might have inside in- 
formation which would be valuable in market 
speculations. In late 1947 the Administration 
was trying to hold the cost of living in line and 
President Truman was denouncing “the greed of 
speculators...” in commodities.

That means 
more persons on pensions, more leisure 
time, more business for resorts. 


Women in the United States outnumber 
men for the first time in history. In 1950 
there were 1,400,000 more women than 
men in the country. Women’s lead is te 
grow. 

Women’s big gains—and their real lead 
are in the 50-and-over ages. Under 50, 
men still are ahead. 

Its a woman’s world when it comes to 
conditions that prolong life. 

Women divorced or widowed—and not 
remarried—now outnumber men in the 
same circumstances 5 to 2. And the ratio 
is rising. Men’s ideas about marriage are 
a big factor. 

Men marry women three years younger 
than themselves, on an average. So women, 
who live longer anyway, outlive their hus- 
bands. ’ 


More Fighting Age Men 


That means more widows than widow- 
ers. But meén don't stay in the “widowed 
or divorced” class. They remarry. The sec- 
ond time they marry women five years 
younger than themselves. 


The number of fighting-age men, 18 to 
35, rose by just over 1,000,000 in the last 10 
years. The rise came in the 25-to-35 group. 
Men 18 to 24 declined in number. 

Rush to get married since 1940 has 
brought a 24 per cent rise in married 
persons and a big drop—l7 per cent— 
among single persons. 

Married people now outnumber single 
persons 3 to 1 among people 14 and over. 
And the rush to get married is on again. 

Searcity of eligible women is becqming 
a real problem for men. There already 
are nearly 3,000,000 more single men than 
women. In marrying ages of 18 to 3, 
single men outnumber single women 3 
to 2. Again, it’s a woman's world. 


Search for a wife looks easiest in the 
city. Single men there outnumber women 
only 10 to 9. It is in rural areas that 
men have it tough. 


The wide choice for women—and the 
bad break for men—really shows up in 
ages 20 to 34. Even in cities, single men 
in these ages outnumber women 4 to 3. 
In rural areas the ratio is more than 
2 to 1. 


And Down on the Farm 


Persons in vigorous ages of 20 to 34 
now make up only 18 per cent of the 
farm population; they are 25 per cent 
of the city population. 

Scgrcity of young people on farms cer- 
tainly is not due to low birth rates. 
Youngsters under 20 make up 43 per cent 
of farm population, 31 per cent of city 
population. But they don’t stay on the 
farm after 19. 

Most of the country’s population rise 
since 1940—80 per cent of it—is in big- 
city areas. The 168 big urban areas ex- 
panded by 21.2 per cent, while the rest 
of the United States grew only 5.7 per 
cent. 

The spectacular rise, though, has been 
in the fringes around city limits. In these 
city outskirts, population jumped 35 per 
cent and accounted for nearly half the 
total United States growth. 


Today, nearly 1 out of every 4 persons 
lives in a city-fringe area. It is in these 
communities that the country’s building 
boom has centered and home ownership 
become the normal thing. 

Shift to the suburbs in some urban 
areas has been phenomenal. In Charles- 
ton, S. C., and Wilmington, Del., the sub- 
urbs rose 40 to 80 per cent while the 
central city shrank in population.

Pimientos are a southern crop 
and today the majority go into 
cans. The peppers used for this 
purpose are of Spanish origin and 
it is only during the last decades 
that they have become a staple 
domestic product. Pr?-viously, they 
— a luxury item imported from 
Spain. Cut in strips, they do their 
part both with flavor and color 
for dressing up all sorts of left- 
overs combined with a cream 
sauce, and in salads an canapes, 
They add color to boiled rice, 
noodles or macaroni and have 
a particular appetite appeal when 
served with white or light foods. 
Parsley Butter For Meat or Fish 

One-third cup butter or mar- 
garine, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one-fourth cup finely 
minced parsley. 

Melt butter or margarine. Stir 
in lemon juice and parsley, and 
serve hot on meat or fish. One 
tablespoon minced chives may be 
added, if desired. 

Pimiento Spoon Bread 

One cup boiled rice, one-fourth 
cup cornmeal, one teaspoon soda, 
one teaspoon salt, -two cups but- 
termilk, two eggs, well beaten, 
two pimientos, drained and 
minced, one pimiento cut in 
rings. 

Mix rice, cornmeal, soda and 
salt. Stir in buttermilk, beaten 
eggs and minced pimientos. Bake 
in greased one and one-half quart 
casserole in slow oven (325 de- 
gree F.) about one hour until set. 
Garnish with pimiento ring and 
serve with meat and gravy at main 
course. Or serve with tomato, 
cheese or mushroom sauce as a 
luncheon or supper dish. Yield:

and is caused by at least three 

viruses. Present-day influenza, 
or flu, might well be called ‘in- 
fluenza minor as compared with 
the sweeping killing epidemics 
of another influefiza described 
since 1503 and through 1918. This 
might be called influenza major. 
Its cause still remains a mys- 
tery. If it is a virus, it remains 
unidentified. 

Influenza major has been called 
distemper in the past as well as 
by more local names. These in- 
clude the Dunkirk ague, Picardy 
sweat, Hungarian sickness, and 
the Gallic malady. The Germans 
called it “the British pest.” 

According to Dr. Robert John- 
son, who dug out the history of 
it in 1806, influenza was named 
by ancient Italian doctors. He 
wrote, “When astrology took the 
lead and people began to fancy 
all terrestrial things were gov- 
erned by the heavens, some Ital- 
ian doctors (decided) that this 
distemper proceeded fram the in- 
fluence of the star, and there- 
fore gave it the name of influ- 
enza.” In Italian, influenza means 
influence. 


| NFLUENZA comes in two forms 


a a 


BECAUSE OF ITS sudden be- 
ginning, influenza has also been 
called “la grippe,” from a French 
word meaning to seize. With in- 
fluenza major, that is exactly the 
way its sufferer feels: suddenly 
seized by aches, immense wegri- 
ness, and other symptoms. 

Present day influenza, such as 
that recently in Britain and spot- 
tily in the United States, is a 
relatively mild disease. Unlike its 
older namesake, it doesn’t cause 
many deaths, just temporarily dis- 
ability. 

Its sufferer feels uncomfort- 
able and sick enough at the time, 
though. It begins with moderate 
aching, increased sensitivity of 
the skin, a little fever, and loss 
of appetite or nausea together 
with diarrhea. While acutely 


present, it is disabling. The acute 
attack, which may not include 
all the above symptoms but others 
instead, lasts three to. five days 
with some symptoms or weakness 
for another week. 

Three viruses have been tracked 
down and definitely identified 
as causing influenza. These are 
cryptically called types A, A 
prime, and B. Or, the same ones 
may be identified as FM1, Lee 


and PR8. How Lee's name crept
